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This Acceleration of the Blood in that Paffsge. feems 
to be the principal ufe of Refpiration ; no other is of 
fuch Confequence to Life, or Hands in Competition 
with it.

V. An Account of what happened on Syringing 
warm Water into the Thorax of a Bitch . By 
Dr. William Mofgrave, Fellow of the Co!* 
lege of Fhyficiansj and R, S. 

O N Thurfday , the nil of June , 1683. I fyringed 
fiv. of warm Water into the Fright Side of a Grey¬ 
hound Bitch; which caufed a great Rigour (especially 
in the Hinder Parts) a Shortness of Breath ; a Heat, or 
burning in the Fiefn; the looked heavy, was unwilling 
to rife or Hand long on her Feet; thofe Symptoms wore 
off by Degrees, io that in a Weeks time ihe appeared as 
well as ever. 

On the id of July following (that is Eleven Days after 
the former Experiment) I injected ^xvj. of warm Wa¬ 
ter into the Left Side of the Thorax of the fame Grey¬ 
hound, after which Ihe was extreamly hot, and fit or t 
Breath’d, I felt.a violent throbbing in her Heart, but 
the Rigour was not fo great as in the firff Experimentj. 
Hie recovered this alfo in the Space of a Week. 

About the 15th ditto, 1 injected ffcj/? of Warm Water 
into one Side of the Thorax, and into the other Side 
of the fame Bitch ; the Symptoms attending it were 
(as in the former .Experiments) a burning in the Fieffi, 

and. 
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and a ihortneis of Breath ; they all went off, and in Five 
Days time ihe (eemed perfectly recovered. 

Thus we fee a Quantity of tfeiij. 1 , of warm Water 
has been injected into the middle Venter of the fame 
Greyhound, within the Space of One Month, and if 
we may be allowed to judge of the Recovery, by a per¬ 
fect Ceffsiion of all Symptoms, as to outward Appear¬ 
ance, we muff then grant, that this Water was carried 
off thence, in the time, but to give an Account which 
way it was difcharged ( whether by Expiration, Per¬ 
foration, Siege or Urine) feems very difficult, and is 
beyond my Anatomy to explain ; only thus much I muft 
fay, as to the latter ; that having ordered the Grey¬ 
hound to be tied away, after One of the Two lart Ex¬ 
periments, within Two or Three Days, I obftrved the 
Boards of the Floor where ihe lay, to be very wet, 
which I then imagined to be the Effects of the loje&ion, 
come off by Urine, if I may have leave to give a Con- 
jedture in a Matter of Co much Uncertainty, it (hall be 
this ,* that as, Nature has furnilhed us with Veffels to 
bring off’that Humour which is thrown into the Ventri¬ 
cles of the Brain, which by tarrying there would prove 
fatal to us, fo likewife (poffibly) there may be feme 
Duttus yet unknown (to me at leaft) which belonging 
to the Thorax, may convey off thence what Liquor 
arifes, either from the Condenfation of Vapours, or from 
the Rupture of Lymphatics, or any other way, in the 
Cavity mediately, or immediately, into the Blood $ 
certainly theft Experiments, as also the many Hiftories 
of Empyema's, and Dropfies of the Bread, menti¬ 
oned by Phyiicians, as cured by large Evacuations by 
Urine, do (in feme meafure) argue the Poffibility of this 
thing ; but whether in reality there be any fuch Psilage, 
or no, may in a little time be rendred lets que&onabie, 
than now it is, upon the TmJ of fuch Anatomical Ex¬ 
periments, 
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periments, as feem to promite a full Decifion in this 
Matter. 


VI. Some Obfernations concerning the Subfiance 
commonly called , Black-Lead, by the late 
Dr. Rob. Plot, F. K. S. 

T HE Mineral Subftance, called, Black Lead (our 
common Lead being the true Black Lead, and to 
called, in Oppofition to Tin, which is the White Lead) 
found only at Kefwick in Cumberland, and there called, 
Wadt, or Kelloxo ; by Dr.Merret, Nigrica Fabrilis, from 
its ufe in Scoring, as the Rulrica Fabrilis, or the Red 
Ochre is ; is certainly fo far from having any thing of 
Mettal in it, that it has nothing of Fufion, much lefs 
Du&ility; nor can it be reckoned amongft the Stones, 
for want ofHardnefi ; it remains therefore that it mull 
have Place amongft the Earths, tho’ it diflolve not in 
Water, as moft Earths will, except ftiff Clays, and 
Ochres; among the latter whereof I guefs it may be 
reckoned, it feeming to be a fort of dole Earth, of ve¬ 
ry fine and loofe Parts, fo burnt that it is become Black 
and Shining, difcolouring the Hands, as all the Ochres 
do ; whence the moft Proper Name that can be given 
it, perhaps, may be Ochra Nigra, or Black Ochre, be¬ 
ing a Stony Sort, as there are Stony Sort of the Red 
and Yellow Ochres, as well as Clay.
